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COMMITTEE  ON  WORSHIP  AND  MINISTRY 

In  the  November-December  Bulletin  there  was 
an  excellent  message  entitled  To  Care,  To  Listen, 
challenging  the  individual  worshipper  to  care  and 
to  listen,  even  to  those  whose  vocal  ministry  in 
Meeting  for  Worship  seems  unacceptable. 

However,  it  is  possible  that  some  might  accept 
the  recommended  attitude  as  properly  applying 
to  limit  the  responsibility  not  only  of  the  indi- 
vidual but  also  of  the  Meeting  as  a whole,  as 
represented  in  this  area  by  its  Committee  on 
Worship  and  Ministry.  The  basic  responsibility 
of  this  committee,  as  stated  in  the  PYM  Discipline, 
is  “to  foster  and  strengthen  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  Meeting.”  It  is  further  laid  upon  this  commit- 
tee to  “advise  those  who  may  be  inclined  to  speak 
unacceptably,  or  at  undue  length,  or  with  too 
great  frequency,  with  prompt  and  loving  counsel.” 

At  first  consideration,  this  direction  might  seem 
to  be  in  conflict  with  the  ideals  expressed  in  the 
article,  which  at  one  point  states:  “But  once  hav- 
ing accepted  a member,  we  must  care  enough  to 
bear  his  burden,  even  though  it  consists  of  re- 
peated vocal  ministry  and  we’ve  heard  that  song 
before.”  It  seems  to  us,  however,  that  there  is  in 
fact  no  conflict,  for  the  statement  in  the  article 
properly  applies  to  the  individual  worshipper  dur- 
ing Meeting  for  Worship,  and  one  in  the  Disci- 
pline applies  to  the  Committee  on  Worship  and 
Ministry  carrying  out  its  responsibilities  outside 
the  Meeting  for  Worship. 

Surely  a demonstration  of  love  in  action,  as 
called  for  in  the  article,  is  more  easily  achieved 
when  the  worshipper  knows  that  there  is  a Com- 
mittee on  Worship  and  Ministry  which  carries 
full  responsibility  in  this  area,  and  to  which  he 
may  take  any  such  concern.  This  committee, 
whether  in  response  to  his  concern  or  on  its  own 
initiative,  .should  be  depended  upon  to  give  care- 
ful consideration  and  then  either  to  withhold  ac- 
tion or  to  act  “with  prompt  and  loving  counsel,” 
as  may  be  considered  necessary  “to  foster  and 
strengthen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Meeting.” 

Relying  on  the  effectiveness  of  this  committee, 
the  individual,  being  relieved  of  personal  respon- 
sibility, may  indeed  respond  freely  to  every  mes- 
sage without  concern  about  its  possible  adverse 
effect  on  the  life  of  the  Meeting.  One  of  the  great 
advantages  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  on 
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Worship  and  Ministry  is  that  its  effective  action 
will  tend  to  prevent  a speaker  being  “eldered  at 
Meeting  for  Worship,”  as  mentioned  in  the  article. 
In  the  absence  of  an  effective  committee,  indi- 
viduals are  more  likely  to  feel  constrained  to  take 
upon  themselves  such  a course  of  action.  An- 
other advantage  is  that  normally  any  action  is  the 
result  of  a corporate  decision  of  the  committee, 
arising  out  of  patient  group  waiting  for  Divine 
guidance. 

Someone  has  used  the  apt  illustration  of  an 
orchestra  which  gathers  once  a week  to  play  in 
concert  with  a great  soloist.  Suppose  that  on  each 
occasion  one  of  its  members  insisted  on  playing 
five-finger  exercises,  in  the  middle  of  the  concert? 
Even  in  an  all-Quaker  orchestra,  it  would  seem 
unwise  continuously  to  accept  this  as  an  appro- 
priate exercise  in  forbearance.  In  the  long  run, 
would  not  a concern  for  “fostering  the  life  of  the 
orchestra”  require  that  some  way  be  found  to 
enable  all  to  listen  to  the  great  soloist  without 
interference?  Is  not  our  purpose  in  gathering  for 
Meeting  for  Worship  that  we  be  encouraged  to 
worship? 

Referring  again  to  the  orchestra,  it  would  seem 
that  the  disturber  himself  will  be  more  effectively 
helped  if  he  is  encouraged  to  listen  to  the  soloist, 
to  understand  and  enjoy  his  music,  and  to  take 
his  own  appropriate  place  in  the  orchestra,  than 
if  he  is  allowed  to  continue  to  play  his  own  exer- 
cises during  the  concert.  In  parallel,  perhaps  the 
best  way  to  help  the  one  who  speaks  unacceptably 
in  Meeting  for  Worship  would  be  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Worship  and  Ministry  to  help  him  to  a 
deeper  participation  in  the  Meeting  for  Worship, 
and  an  understanding  of  what  constitutes  appro- 
priate ministry.  Surely  it  should  be  possible  for 
ample  opportunity  to  be  provided  outside  of 
Meeting  for  Worship  for  members  to  “bear  his 
burden.” 

We  realize  that  in  some  Meetings  the  functions 
of  the  Committee  on  Worship  and  Ministry  are 
carried  out  satisfactorily  by  the  same  committee 
that  serves  as  Overseers.  Perhaps,  however,  men- 
tion should  be  made  of  the  advantages  in  having 
two  separate  committees.  Where  the  two  are  com- 
bined, matters  related  to  oversight  are  sometimes 
so  pressing  and  time-consuming  that  there  is  not 
time  for  careful,  worshipful  consideration  of  mat- 
ters that  would  be  the  concern  of  Worship  and 
Ministry.  These  by  their  very  nature  call  for  a spe- 
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cial  approach  requiring  much  time  — for  instance, 
the  consideration  of  many  of  the  issues  raised  in 
the  first  three  Queries,  such  as  “Do  you  recognize 
the  varied  spiritual  gifts  of  your  members  and  en- 
courage their  use  and  growth?”  How  recognize? 
How  encourage?  Here  it  would  seem  that  the 
greatest  good  of  the  Meeting  can  be  served  by  a 
committee  approach  involving  the  most  sensitive 
centering  down  and  great  openness  to  the  work- 
ing of  the  Spirit. 

We  would  suggest  that  these  carefully  tried 
methods  of  Friends,  developed  painstakingly  over 
the  years,  may  contribute  not  only  making  the 
Meeting  for  Worship  more  eflFectively  a place  for 
ivorship,  but  also  helping  each  individual  to  grow 
in  understanding  the  meaning  and  nature  of  wor- 
ship and  its  essential  place  in  Quaker  life.

TERMINOLOGY  QUESTIONS 

How  Do  We  Use  the  Terms  Worship,  Ministry, 
Oversight  ( Overseers),  Counsel? 

The  Chairman  of  the  Discipline  Committee  re- 
cently made  a survey  of  our  Meetings  to  try  to 
find  how  we  are  using  the  above  terms  in  our 
committee  structures.  Replies  from  33  Meetings 
indicate: 

17  Meetings  use  the  term  “Oversight.” 

11  use  “Counsel,”  presumably  to  include  the 
functions  of  Oversight. 

16  Clerks  prefer  the  term  “Counsel”  to  “Over- 
sight”; 9 like  “Oversight”  better;  others  gave  no 
preference. 

12  chairmen  of  the  committee  in  question  prefer 
“Counsel”;  10,  “Oversight”;  others,  no  preference. 

Three  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  that  responded 
have  both  a committee  on  the  Meeting  for  Wor- 
ship ( called  “Ministry  and  Counsel”  or  something 
else)  and  one  on  Oversight.  Five  at  the  time  of 
the  survey  had  no  committees  for  these  functions, 
but  dealt  with  them  as  needed  as  a “committee  of 
the  whole”;  however,  some  were  considering 
forming  committees.  The  other  Meetings  have 
joint  committees  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  (or 
Counsel ) . 

Terminology  in  our  Regional  Meetings  is  also 
varied. 

Aware  of  this  diversity,  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee had  a problem  in  writing  the  new  Disci- 
pline. It  solved  the  problem  by  continuing  the 
present  terminology  (recommending  a “Commit- 
tee on  Worship  and  Ministry”  and  one  on  “Over- 
sight,” though  recognizing  that  a Meeting  may 
combine  the  two),  and  observing  in  a footnote 
the  varied  terms  used  in  our  Meetings  and  urging 
discussion  of  the  question  in  the  hope  that  our 
Yearly  Meeting  may  in  time  agree  on  a prescribed 
usage. 
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To  this  end,  the  Discipline  Committee  is  plan- 
ning an  interest  group  at  Yearly  Meeting  to  discuss 
the  background,  functions,  and  terminology  of 
these  committees.  A panel  prepared  on  the  subject 
is  expected  to  introduce  the  discussion.  Meetings 
are  urged  to  begin  studying  this  matter  now.  To 
aid  in  this  study,  relevant  sections  of  the  new 
Discipline  are  being  sent  to  each  Meeting,  and 
this  article  is  also  presented  for  this  purpose. 

Although  I am  not  an  authority  on  the  complex 
history  of  the  terms  and  practices  involved  in 
this  matter,  a glossary  of  the  more  common  ones 
may  be  useful. 

The  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  was  for- 
merly, in  most  Quaker  Meetings,  the  body  charged 
with  care  for  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Meeting  and 
concern  for  the  appropriateness  of  vocal  ministry. 
This  body  was  composed  of  recorded  Ministers 
and  appointed  Elders,  terms  and  usages  which, 
though  declining,  continue  in  some  areas  of  Quak- 
erism today.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  does  not 
record  Ministers  nor  generally  appoint  Elders  (al- 
though apparently  at  least  one  of  our  Meetings 
does  the  latter). 

The  Overseers,  or  Committee  on  Oversight,  are 
long-standing  Quaker  terms  for  the  appointed 
body  in  charge  of  the  care  of  the  membership. 
The  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  and  the 
Overseers  were  expected  to  meet  jointly  several 
times  a year.  The  terms  “Oversight”  and  “Over- 
seers” continue  to  be  widely,  though  not  exclu- 
sively, used.  Their  connotations  bother  some  con- 
temporary Quakers.  As  noted  above.  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  recommends  the  use  of  “Oversight,”  al- 
though its  usage  is  not  unanimous  and  there  may 
be  a trend  of  opinion  away  from  it. 

Ministry  and  Counsel.  Presumably  to  avoid 
the  authoritarian  tendencies  of  a “Meeting  of  Min- 
isters and  Elders,”  a good  many  Yearly  Meetings 
in  the  present  century  replaced  that  body  with  a 
“Committee  on  (or  of)  Ministry  and  Counsel.” 
Some  of  these  (e.g.,  Philadelphia  Race  Street), 
have  limited  the  function  of  this  committee  to 
care  for  the  spiritual  life,  but  other  Yearly  Meet- 
ings (e.g.,  Baltimore  Stony  Run  and  Indiana  Five- 
Year)  apparently  also  rested  care  of  the  member- 
ship optionally  or  fully  in  its  hands.  Thus,  there 
seems  to  be  precedent  for  the  use  of  the  term 
“Counsel”  to  cover  care  of  the  membership. 

Question  as  to  “Ministry:”  While  we  are  clear 
in  giving  up  use  of  the  title  of  Minister,  do  we 
have  a very  clear  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  function 
of  ministry,  whether  vocal  or  in  other  modes? 

As  to  “Counsel,”  it  seems  that  the  modern  con- 
cept of  “counselling,”  as  in  marriage  counselling 
or  psychotherapy,  now  colors  this  term  for  many 
Friends.  Our  new  Discipline  has  a section,  de- 
veloped from  a workshop  report  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Oversight, 
called  “Suggestions  for  Counselling:  What  Is  the 


Nature  of  the  Helping  Process?”  Thus  the  Dis- 
cipline reflects,  without  pretending  to  rule  upon, 
the  current  shift  in  content  of  the  term  “counsel.” 

Worship  and  Ministry.  When  the  two  Philadel- 
phia Yearly  Meetings  united,  the  new  joint  Faith 
and  Practice  designated  a “Meeting  on  Worship 
and  Ministry”  to  take  the  place  of  either  a “Com- 
mittee of  Ministry  and  Counsel”  or  the  older-style 
“Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders.”  Following  this 
lead,  our  Discipline  specifies  a “Committee  on 
Worship  and  Ministry.”  The  term  “worship”  used 
in  such  a connection,  is  apparently  recent  or  even 
new  in  Quaker  practice.  Insofar  as  worship  is  the 
more  primary,  general,  and  basic  function,  it 
would  seem  to  be  a term  and  function  worth  fea- 
turing and  centering  upon,  although  it  seems  that 
few  if  any  of  our  Meetings  use  the  term  in  the 
name  of  any  committee.  When  we  have  one  com- 
mittee, called  either  “Ministry  and  Oversight”  or 
“Ministry  and  Counsel,”  is  it  perhaps  unfortunate 
that  we  have  squeezed  the  word  “worship”  out 
of  its  name? 

One  or  Two  Committees?  Apparently  the  prac- 
tice in  smaller  Meetings  of  having  one  committee 
rather  than  two  for  the  functions  noted  above  has 
been  quite  widely  recognized.  ( Ed.  note:  See  the 
article  by  the  Crouses  elsewhere  in  this  issue  for 
comment  on  this  point.) 

Facing  Benches.  While  we  are  at  it,  perhaps 
we  should  mention  that  Quaker  worship  meetings 
traditionally  had  facing  benches,  usually  raised, 
occupied  by  a select  group  of  Ministers,  Elders, 
and  Overseers,  who  were  expected  to  be  moved 
more  frequently  to  vocal  ministry  than  others  in 
the  Meeting.  This  practice  continues  in  many 
Meetings,  though  perhaps  less  formally  than 
earlier,  and  it  seems  to  be  declining.  We  have  used 
the  pattern  informally  at  Yearly  Meeting,  although 
I believe  few  ( if  any? ) of  our  Monthly  Meetings 
now  have  facing  benches.  The  former  practice, 
however,  may  color  some  of  the  terms,  such  as 
“oversight,”  that  we  are  discussing. 

We  will  have  a new  Discipline  Committee  fol- 
lowing Yearly  Meeting  in  August.  The  present 
Committee  will  be  happy  to  bequeath  to  it  this 
little  problem  of  terminology,  along  with  several 
other  problems.

Discipline.  A Yearly  Meeting  interest  group 
was  approved  to  consider  the  terminology  and 
functions  of  committees  of  Ministry /Worship/ 
Counsel/Oversight.  ^Monthly  Meetings  are 
asked  to  consider  the  footnote  from  the  1961  Dis- 
cipline that  has  been  sent  to  all  Clerks  ( and  the 
article  on  this  subject  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of 
the  Bulletin). 

Authorization  for  publication  of  the  revised  and 
enlarged  Discipline  was  confirmed,  and  Wanda 
Underhill  was  approved  as  distributor  of  the  new 
edition.  Copies  of  the  Working  Draft  edition  of 
the  Discipline  may  currently  be  obtained  from 
the  Chairman,  Ferner  Nuhn,  at  50c  per  copy;  the 
printed  supply  of  the  1962  Discipline  is  exhausted. 

Finance  Committee.  An  ad  hoc  committee  com- 
posed of  Harold  Carson,  convener;  Vern  James, 
CliflFord  Maser,  Gretchen  Tuthill,  and  Asenath 
Young  (Robert  Young,  ex  officio),  was  named  to 
consult  with  the  Finance  Committee  to  set  up  a 
policy  to  determine  travel  expenses  of  PYM  rep- 
resentatives to  national  meetings  of  affiliated 
Friends  groups.  The  committee  was  also  asked  to 
work  out  a policy  for  Young  Friends’  travel  in 
this  capacity. 

Education  Committee.  Minuting  its  continuing 
interest  in  and  desire  to  encourage  the  develop- 
ment of  schools  under  care  of  Friends  within 
PYM,  Executive  Committee  asked  the  Education 
Committee  to  study  ways  of  fostering  and  coordi- 
nating such  YM-wide  interest,  and  to  elicit  opin- 
ions from  the  schools  about  the  kinds  of  relation- 
ship they  want  with  PYM.  The  committee  was 
urged  to  co-opt  others  as  needed  for  this  study, 
and  to  report  its  findings  to  the  1965  Representa- 
tive Committee. 

Nominating  Committee.  ^Monthly  Meetings 


are  reminded  that  Nominating  Committee  wel- 
comes suggestions  in  advance  for  Yearly  Meeting 
committee  positions. 

New  members  named  to  the  committee,  with 
terms  expiring  in  1968,  were:  Crystalle  Davis, 
Nina  Dodd,  and  Scott  Longenecker;  with  Robert 
Mclnnes  and  Jane  Webster  as  alternates. 

Treasurer  s Report.  -^Monthly  Meeting  pay- 
ments were  reported  considerably  in  arrears,  and 
Meetings  are  urged  to  fufill  their  financial  obli- 
gations to  PYM  as  soon  as  possible. 

^The  Mississippi  Burned  Churches  Fund  had 
received  $2,400  as  of  March  19,  but  expenditures 
to  that  date  and  future  commitments  are  already 
more  than  this  amount.  Individual  Friends  and 
Meetings  are  invited  to  contribute  more  to  meet 
the  costs  here.  ( Cecil  Thomas  later  reported  that 
there  are  more  volunteers  than  there  are  funds 
to  help  them  go  to  Mississippi. ) 

Friend  in  Washington.  Matt  Thompson,  of  the 
Dayton,  Ohio  AFSC  office,  will  serve  as  Friend  in 
Washington  for  three  months  this  spring.  Eugene 
Boardman  (Madison,  Wis.  Meeting)  has  been 
named  for  the  1965-66  year.  Funds  are  ur- 
gently needed  for  this  program,  especially  since 
no  pledges  were  made  by  Monthly  Meetings  this 
year.  Checks  should  be  made  to  Friend  in  Wash- 
ington (not  to  PYM)  and  sent  to  either  FCNL  in 
Washington  or  to  Jim  Estes,  Chairman  of  the 
Peace  Committee. 

PYM  Permanent  Site  Committee.  This  commit- 
tee reported  that  the  results  of  a questionnaire 
favored  by  two  to  one  a permanent  Yearly  Meet- 
ing site  in  Northern  California. 

Executive  Committee  approved  the  committee’s 
proposals  that: 

a ) a YM-wide,  representative  committee  of  five 
be  appointed  to  take  up  future  investigation  and 
planning,  looking  eight  years  ahead; 

b ) that  a cycle  of  two-year  alternation  between 
Northern  California  and  Oregon,  at  the  same  lo- 
cations, be  inaugurated  in  1966,  for  an  eight-year 
period  (with  a possible  three-year  cycle  for  nine 
years,  to  include  Southern  California,  if  recom- 
mended by  So.  Calif.  Half-Yearly  Meeting). 

Bringing  Friends  Together.  Willamette  QM 
forwarded  a concern  to  explore  new  ways  of 
bringing  Friends  together  in  meetings,  asking  the 
Executive  Committee  to  set  up  a representative 
group  to  try  to  develop  plans  for  new  types  of 
annual  or  other  gatherings.  The  Clerk  agreed  to 
do  this,  in  consultation  with  the  Chairman  of  the 
Nominating  Committee. 

Documents  in  Advance  will  again  be  printed  in 
the  July-August  issue  of  the  Bulletin.  These  in- 
clude: statistical  and  financial  reports,  memorials 
from  Monthly  Meetings,  standing  YM  committee 
reports.  State  of  the  Society  reports  from  regional 
Meetings,  and  reports  from  AFSC,  FCNF  and 
CFSC.  -^They  should  be  sent  to  the  Clerk,  Ed

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COLLEGE  PARK  QUARTERLY  INSTITUTE 

What  Are  the  Characteristics  of  a Good  Meet- 
ing? was  the  title  of  the  keynote  address  by  Walt 
Raitt,  given  at  the  opening  Friday  night  session 
of  an  Institute  organized  by  the  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committee  of  College  Park  Quarterly 
Meeting.  It  was  held  on  February  12-13,  1965  in 
San  Francisco.  Some  highlights  of  the  talk  follow; 

By  a good  Meeting,  we  mean  a Meeting  which 
provides  us  with  occasions  to  think,  to  ruminate, 
to  vocalize  — one  in  which  we  are  together  as  a 
living  community.  A community,  unlike  a cor- 
poration, association  or  society,  exists  in  indi- 
viduals, and  is  a union  of  our  whole  lives.  To  the 
early  Christians,  community  meant  discipleship. 
The  word  comes  from  the  Greek  koinonea,  mean- 
ing a unifying  relationship,  a partnership  in  a 
great  treasure. 

A good  Meeting  is  a community  of  faith,  love, 
hope,  and  prophetic  concern. 

Community  of  faith.  “Mightily  did  the  Word 
amongst  us  grow,”  wrote  Edward  Burrough. 
Friends  are  more  than  “do-gooders”  — we  do  have 
beliefs,  a common  faith.  We  have  seekers  and 
finders.  We  do  not  start  from  scratch,  but  have 
our  roots  in  history.  We  can  thank  the  Hebrews  for 
our  spiritual  genes.  Who  is  it  we  worship?  Let’s 
talk  about  it.  Faith  is  contagious! 

Community  of  love.  Love  is  the  core  of  the 
community  of  faith.  We  need  a continuing  re- 
newal of  that  love  in  our  Meetings,  on  Sundays 
and  on  other  days.  The  discipline  of  God’s  love 
must  be  brought  into  our  social  action.  Is  it? 

Love  accepts  conflicts,  and  holds  them  in  crea- 
tive tension.  Can  we,  can  our  Meetings,  lift  up 
areas  that  need  lifting?  Are  we  able  to  handle  the 
conflict  between  generations?  The  separation  be- 
tween single  people  and  married  couples?  Are  we 
aware  of  the  balance  or  imbalance  between  men 
and  women  in  the  Meeting?  How  do  we  handle 
the  conflict  between  action  and  inaction?  Between 
the  drive  for  service  and  the  Source  of  inspiration 
for  service? 

Community  of  Hope.  Our  growth  here  comes 
out  of  the  quiet  of  the  Meeting.  We  enter  the 
Kingdom  now,  and  look  ahead  with  hope. 

Community  of  prophetic  concern.  The  true 
prophet  is  tvithin  the  community.  The  community 
must  see  towards  the  future,  issue  the  warning 
and  expect  repentance.  This  community  must 
demonstrate  a better  way,  through  example. 

Are  our  Meetings  the  seedbeds  of  the  Kingdom? 
Only  if  they  are  will  they  be  a community  of 
power,  a transforming  community. 

Two  general  sessions  were  held  on  Saturday 
morning.  The  first,  led  by  Reginald  Price,  con- 
sidered the  question:  What  Are  Our  Heeds  in 
Our  Meetings?  A panel  of  Friends  mentioned  such 
needs  as: 

— the  need  for  Meeting  for  Business  to  fulfill 
its  possibilities.  It  should  and  can  have  a religious 


hush  and  awe  similar  to  that  in  the  Meeting  for 
Worship. 

— greater  communication  among  all  members. 
“We  should  get  to  know  each  other  in  our  homes.” 

— the  need  for  plain,  candid  talk,  setting  aside 
the  inhibitions  that  prevent  us  from  being  honest 
with  each  other. 

— a sense  of  perspective  as  to  what  we  are 
about,  and  a deeper  involvement  with  the  rest  of 
the  religious  community. 

— a more  thorough  acquaintance  with  our  his- 
torical background. 

— preparation  of  our  minds  and  spirits  for  vocal 
ministry,  and  greater  spiritual  preparation  for 
Meeting  for  Worship. 

Others  present  brought  up  the  need  to: 

— help  increase  the  number  of  teen-age  Friends. 

— better  interpret  membership  to  attenders  and 
new  members. 

— improve  Quarterly  Meetings  so  that  they  are 
more  like  worshipful  Business  Meetings. 

— know  our  committee  people  better  so  that 
their  recommendations  are  not  challenged  at 
Business  Meetings. 

— hold  committee  meetings  in  the  spirit  of  fel- 
lowship and  worship. 

The  Key  .stone:  Meeting  for  Worship  was  the 
title  of  the  second  morning  session,  led  by  Mar- 
garet Brooks  (Davis  Meeting).  Here  is  was  pointed 
out  that  we  are  not  worshipping  unless  there  is 
communion  with  God.  What  methods  of  discipline 
are  we  using  to  achieve  this  aim?  Do  our  visitors 
and  attenders  know  that  this  is  the  purpose  of 
worship?  If  we  fail  to  commune  with  God,  why 
is  this?  Is  it  that  we  are  unfaithful  in  putting 
ourselves  at  God’s  disposal? 

Those  whose  approach  is  purely  rational  are 
wrong,  and  some  are  dead  and  dull  because  of  a 
false  fear.  Those  who  turn  inward  to  their  own 
teacher  are  wrong,  too.  The  Kingdom  of  God  is 
among  you,  not  within  you.  The  light  is  here  and 
we  are  gathered  around  it:  this  is  a corporate 
exercise. 

We  need  disciplined  worshippers  who  read  and 
think  about  Meeting  for  Worship  all  week,  who 
use  the  Bible’s  resources,  who  understand  the 
elements  of  worship.  We  gain  from  those  who  are 
willing  to  be  used.  To  welcome  the  coming  of 
God  into  the  Meeting,  we  must  be  keyed  up  to  a 
high  point  of  expectation. 

The  early  afternoon  was  devoted  to  three  work- 
shops, concerned  with;  Care  of  the  Members, 
Committee  Business  and  Meeting  Business,  and 
Care  for  the  Wider  Community.  The  concluding, 
plenary  session  considered  the  topic.  What  Is  a 
Friend?,  a question  which  elicited  a variety  of 
comments.  It  was  emphasized  that  a Friend  is 
not  an  individual  alone,  but  someone  in  relation- 
ship to  God,  the  Meeting,  the  historical  Society  of 
Friends,  and  other  people  in  the  contemporary 
world. 
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Attendance  at  the  institute  was  large,  with  good 
representation  from  all  constituent  Meetings  of 
the  Quarter.  Everyone  seemed  to  find  it  most  use- 
ful and  of  great  interest.

About 
seventy  Friends  enjoyed  the  clear,  crisp  weather,  pleasant 
accommodations  and  warm  fellowship. 

Worship-fellowship  groups,  led  by  Frieda  Sherburn, 
Ferner  Nuhn,  and  John  Ullman,  were  held  on  Saturday 
and  Sunday,  in  addition  to  the  Sunday  Meeting  for  Wor- 
ship. Marguerite  Wells  reported  on  the  “Pacem  in  Terris” 
conference  she  had  attended  in  New  York  during  the 
previous  week.  After  some  discussion,  a committee  con- 
sisting of  Frances  Goodwin,  Osmyn  Stout,  Clara  Hum, 
and  Philip  Wells  was  named  to  consider  changing  the 
form  of  the  Fellowship,  possibly  into  a Retreat  sponsored 
by  Southern  California  Half-Yearly  Meeting,  and  open  to 
Friends  from  all  over. 

Glenn  Clark,  Clerk  of  SCHYM  Young  Friends,  reported 
that  Young  Friends  are  now  meeting  on  the  third  Sunday 
of  each  month  at  the  home  of  Marguerite  and  Phil  Wells, 
to  study  Quaker  philosophy  and  practice.  Those  who  live 
at  a distance  are  given  overnight  lodging.  Anyone  inter- 
ested in  joining  these  stimulating  sessions  is  urged  to  get 
in  touch  with  Glenn  (1160  N.  Holliston,  Pasadena,  SY 
7-0096). 

A Saturday  evening  panel  on  Poetry  and  the  Non- 
Verbal  Arts  was  opened  by  Charles  Cooper’s  reading  of 
several  poems,  including  George  Herbert’s  The  Pulley,  in 
which  are  listed  some  of  the  gifts  God  gives  to  man.  God 
withholds  only  rest,  since  “if  goodness  lead  him  not,  yet 
weariness  may  toss  him  to  My  breast.”  Phil  Wells  gave 
to  some  well-loved  passages  from  the  Bible  a spirit  of 
freshness  and  immediacy,  and  Bea  Grossman  read  some 
lovely  translations  of  Japanese  haiku  made  by  Harold 
Henderson.  We  looked  at  art  with  new  eyes  when  Pratt 
Spelman  showed  and  discussed  some  fine  prints  of  great 
paintings;  Picasso’s  Tragedy,  painted  in  beautiful  sombre 
hues,  spoke  of  all  grieving  people  everywhere. 

Many  people  indicated  that  this  kind  of  program  was 
extremely  rewarding,  and  urged  the  planning  of  similar 
ones  in  the  future.

San  Fernando  Meeting 


COLLEGE  PARK  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

At  the  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  held  in  Berkeley 
on  April  17,  David  Bruner  (Delta  Meeting)  reported  that 
everyone  to  whom  he  talked  in  Washington  about  Friends’ 
concern  for  alternatives  to  war  in  Vietnam,  listened,  and 
the  majority  were  troubled.  Those  interviewed  included 
Northern  California  Congressmen,  Senators’  legislative  as- 
sistants, and  a high  official  in  the  State  Department.  David 
had  just  returned  from  a two-weeks’  legislative  seminar 
in  Washington,  sponsored  by  the  AFSC.  It  was  for  lack 
of  an  acceptable  alternative  that  most  persons  in  Congress 
were  supporting  the  Administration  policy.  When  asked 
about  results,  David  Bruner  felt  that  these  persons  were 
less  lonely  as  a consequence  of  Friends’  visits.  However, 
he  concluded,  results  are  not  our  business;  bearing  our 
witness  is.  He  urged  continuing  to  make  personal  visits, 
to  write  both  the  simple  letters  which  express  strong  feel- 
ing and  also  carefully  reasoned  letters. 

Philip  Drath  (San  Francisco  Meeting),  who  had  spent  a 
month  in  Mississippi  supervising  the  rebuilding  of  five  of 
the  38  churches  which  had  been  burned,  said  that  it  had 
been  one  of  the  great  experiences  of  his  life : “I  forgot  to  get 
tired  or  to  be  afraid.”  The  fact  that  both  white  and  Negro 
ministers  were  cooperating  in  the  Committee  of  Concern, 
which  raised  money  for  building  materials,  was  encour- 
aging. What  most  inspired  him,  however,  was  the  cour- 


age of  the  Negro  people  in  the  South  who  worked  beside 
the  California  carpenters  in  spite  of  threats.  Philip  made 
it  clear  that  in  rebuilding  churches,  Friends  were  re- 
building more  than  places  of  worship.  We  were  helping 
to  rebuild  social  and  community  centers.  He  told  of  a 
Negro  couple  who  drove  out  to  the  church  every  evening, 
shone  their  car  lights  on  the  church,  and  just  sat  and  looked 
at  it. 

The  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  reported  that  it 
and  representatives  from  the  small  Valley  Meetings  were 
to  meet  at  Davis  in  May,  to  consider  organizing  a half- 
yearly  meeting  for  fellowship  to  strengthen  these  smaller 
Meetings. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  Peace  Committee  announced 
plans  for  a silent  vigil  on  Vietnam  to  be  held  at  the  main 
gate  of  the  Presidio  in  San  Franeisco  on  May  15,  Armed 
Forces  Day.  The  Quarterly  Meeting  approved  a minute 
prepared  by  the  committee,  to  be  distributed  to  the  public. 
Part  of  this  minute  reads : 

In  the  light  of  the  long  continued  and  now  expand- 
ing human  suffering  and  destruction  in  the  Vietnam 
conflict,  we  rejoice  at  the  President’s  offer  of  uncon- 
ditional negotiation,  hoping  that  this  offer  will  not  be 
contradicted  by  our  insistence  on  permanent  division 
of  Vietnam  at  the  seventeenth  parellel.  We  welcome 
the  President’s  focus  on  international  cooperation  for 
social  and  economic  progress  in  Southeast  Asia.  We 
approve  of  the  suggestions  that  the  Secretary  General 
of  the  United  Nations  be  asked  to  initiate  an  inter- 
national conference  of  all  concerned  governments, 
provided  that  this  would  include  the  National  Libera- 
tion Front  as  the  de  facto  government  of  more  than 
half  of  South  Vietnam’s  territory  and  people.  We  look 
forward  hopefully  to  the  time  when  the  United  States 
will  channel  its  aid  increasingly  through  the  United 
Nations.  The  U.  N.  Lower  Mekong  Valley  Develop- 
ment Project  already  in  progress  is  symbolic  of  what 
international  cooperation  could  do  on  an  expanded 
basis. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  are  distressed  by  the  an- 
nounced intention  to  continue  and  expand  the  war. 
We  urge  the  President  to  add  to  his  other  construc- 
tive initiatives,  cessation  of  bombing  in  North  Viet- 
nam, a decision  to  send  no  more  U.  S.  troops  to  South 
V ietnam,  and  a call  for  a cease  fire  while  preparations 
for  the  international  conference  are  in  process.

Seoul  Friends  Meeting 

Blanche  Shaffer  of  FWCC  reported  by  her  let- 
ter at  the  end  of  1964  that  Friends  in  Seoul  do 
not  feel  quite  ready  for  the  Meeting  to  be  regu- 
larly constituted,  but  felt  further  growth  essen- 
tial to  their  being  able  to  fulfill  all  the  require- 
ments of  a Monthly  Meeting.  The  following 
minute  was  drawn  up  for  consideration  on  De- 
eember  20;  and  while  it  is  not  known  whether  the 
minute  was  accepted  as  drafted,  it  may  be 
informative : 

The  meeting  decided  to  continue  to  he  the  Seoul 
Meeting  of  the  Religious  Societtj  of  Friends  under  the 
care  of  FWCC  until  the  group  is  ready  to  take  on  all 
the  responsibilities  of  a regularly  constituted  meeting. 

It  wishes  to  remain  in  close  relationship  with  Japan 
and  Pacific  Yearly  Meetings. 

There  are  now  some  people  in  the  Seoul  Meeting  tvho 
would  like  to  become  members  of  the  Religious  So- 
ciety of  Friends;  the  ivish  is  that  until  the  group  is 
regularly  constituted  such  applicants  he  visited  by 
members  of  Japan  Yearly  Meeting.  It  is  hoped  that 
they  will  be  accepted  as  members  of  Japan  Yearly 
Meeting.  Seoul  Meeting  will  look  to  to  meetings  in 
the  USA  and  elsewhere  for  help  in  implementing 
some  of  their  other  concerns  such  as  advancement 
and  service  work. 

In  another  way,  too,  Seoul  Friends  have  moved 
forward.  After  giving  up  their  original  plan  to 
acquire  land  and  to  build  a new  meeting  house, 
they  decided  instead  to  buy  a one-family  type 
house  located  between  Ewha  Women’s  University 
and  Yonsei  University.  The  house  is  spaeious  by 
Eastern  standards,  and  well  located.  It  even  has 
a small  garden  for  Meeting  picnics  and  children’s 
aetivities. 

On  Mareh  7,  1965,  the  Meeting  held  its  first 
Meeting  for  Worship  in  the  new  meeting  house. 
Consequently  I sent  the  following  cable  to  Lee 
Yoon  Gu,  Clerk,  in  the  name  of  Pacifie  Yearly 
Meeting: 

Our  Friendly  greetings  and  congratulations  to  Seoul 
Friends  this  day  of  beginning  worship  in  your  own 
Meeting  House.  God  bless  you  all  and  your  new 
home. 

For  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  Reginald  Price 
Visit  to  China 

Russell  McArthur  (Calgary  Meeting),  PYM’s 
Eriend  in  the  Orient,  is  completing  plans,  with 
the  assistance  of  Cecil  Evans  and  others,  to  visit 
engineering  sehools  in  China.  He  has  reeeived 
approval  for  a visa  from  the  Chinese  government, 
and  is  waiting  for  other  permissions  from  Cana- 
dian officials.  He  expects  to  go  in  July,  after  the 
end  of  his  Colombo  Plan  teaching  appointment 
in  Singapore,  and  to  spend  about  a month  visit- 
ing sueh  places  as  Canton,  Hangchow,  Shanghai, 
Souchow,  Nanking,  and  Peking.  Thus  the  way 
seems  to  be  opening  for  the  realization  of  Paeifie 
Yearly  Meeting’s  concern  for  a bridge  between 
China  and  the  West. 

Russell  and  Ann  McArthur  will  return  home  to 
Calgary,  and  then  come  down  to  Pacific  Yearly 


Meting  in  August,  to  report  directly  on  his  experi- 
ences in  China. 

]ae  Kyung  Chun  Visit 

One  of  the  original  members  of  the  Seoul 
Friends  group,  Jae  Kyung  Chun,  has  been  ac- 
cepted on  scholarship  for  a six-month  course  at 
Pendle  Hill,  and  is  considering  other  study  fol- 
lowing Pendle  Hill. 

Jae  Kyung  completed  high  school  at  the  Seoul 
National  School  for  the  Blind,  and  in  1961  re- 
ceived his  BA  degree  in  history  and  geography 
from  Kon  Kuk  University  in  Seoul.  In  1963,  he 
participated  in  the  International  Student  Seminar 
and  Work  Camp  sponsored  by  the  AFSC  in  Japan. 

Throughout  his  relationships,  Jae  Kyung  shows 
a high  spiritual  capacity  and  ability.  His  effort 
is  to  demonstrate  that  the  blind  can  be  a part  of 
the  mainstream  of  life.  Jae  Kyung  worshipped 
many  times  in  our  home  while  we  were  in  Seoul, 
showing  a great  sweetness  of  spirit.  Blanche  Shaf- 
fer, too,  writes  of  him:  “I  had  many  opportunities 
to  see  him  during  ten  days  in  Seoul,  and  have  the 
highest  regard  for  his  spiritual  depth.”

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

In  the  Eebruary  Bulletin,  George  Hardin  de- 
scribes the  “frequent  problem  in  the  Philadelphia 
area  of  the  chronic  and  habitual  and  repetitive 
speaker  who  Sunday  after  Sunday  gives  us  the 
same  medicine  in  the  same  12-minute  dosage.”  I 
am  aghast  at  the  implication  in  his  letter  that 
Meetings  have  taken  no  action  in  such  cases.  I 
assume  we  can  all  agree  that  such  stereotyped 
messages  do  not  represent  true  ministry  in  the 
Spirit.  If  so,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  have  a serious 
responsibility  to  take  whatever  action  is  necessary 
to  curb  such  ministry  in  order  that  the  channels 
may  be  eleared  for  the  Spirit  to  speak  to  us  and 
through  us. 

In  our  Ann  Arbor  Meeting,  it  has  usually  been 
sufficient  for  a concerned  Friend  to  diseuss  the 
nature  of  the  ministry  with  the  individual  in- 
volved. In  the  case  of  persons  from  farther  away, 
a letter  has  sometimes  served  the  same  purpose. 
If  such  explanations  and  orientations  are  not  suf- 
fieient,  it  may  be  necessary  to  take  more  authorita- 
tive action.  Conceivably  it  might  be  necessary  to 
assign  a weighty  Friend  to  sit  with  the  individual 
to  help  him  keep  himself  in  check  by  the  reminder 
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of  the  Friend’s  presence.  Ultimately,  it  might  even 
be  necessary  to  prevent  the  individual  from  com- 
ing to  Meeting  if  he  continued  to  abuse  the 
privilege  and  no  other  procedure  was  effective. 

What  has  been  the  experience  of  other  Meetings 
in  this  regard?
